Romulus hotel parking lots may not be as safe as peo¬ 
ple think, according to Lt John Leacher of the Romulus 
Police Department 

Hotel lots throughout the city have been the scenes of 
car parts thefts during the last six months and those 
responsible have not been apprehended. 

“This has really become a problem with a lot of the 
hotels down by the airport,” said Leacher “We are still 
investigating the cases, but we haven’t been able to catch 
anyone yet” 

Leacher said that many travelers have been using the 
parking lots for long-teim parking during their absences. 
While this may seem like a smcul move by some savvy 
travelers looking to save parking fees, when they arrive 


home they may have a problem getting their vehicles out 
of the lots. 

“What they (the thieves) are doing is going into the lots 
and stealing all of the tires and hub caps off of cars,” said 
Leacher. “So, when the owner gets back to their car, it 
won’t be going anywhere soon.” 

The thefts began back in the summer and have steadi¬ 
ly continued, said Leacher 

“We got hit really hard when it first started in the sum¬ 
mer,” he said. 

“Now, they are going in spurts. We will have a couple 
each day for four days, and then none for three weeks. 
But they have been so fast in committing the actual crime 
that we haven’t been able to catch them yet” 

Leacher credits the sporadic frequency of the thefts to 
police efforts. 

“We did some investigating, followed up some leads 


and began surveillance on the lots,” he said. “We must 
have at least deterred them, because that is when they 
began going in spurts.” 

Leacher also cautioned travelers that using the hotel 
lots for long-term parking is illegal. 

Leacher said the police department is urging travelers 
to use the long-term parking lots at the aiiport for parking 
their car 

“People think we are trying to push business to the 
long-term lots, but in fact those facilities are geared 
towards safeguarding against incidents like these.” 

Long-term parking lots located at various locations 
around the airport are fenced and gated and under sur¬ 
veillance, said Leacher 

“Someone can’t just walk into one of those lots,” he 
said. “You have a better chance of keeping your car safe 
at one of those lots, than in the hotel lots.”

Magna hopes to finalize 
agreement with cily

This time next year, Romulus 
residents could be eagerly await¬ 
ing the opening of a racetrack, 
Micliigan Downs, in Romulus. 

Magna Entertainment Corp. 
(MEC) proposed a $100 million 
development on 200-acres that 
includes a racetrack and club¬ 
house, and ultimately, a regional 
retail center and movie theater 
Romulus residents approved 
the development of the track dur¬ 
ing a Dec. 2 special electioa 
Magna representative John 
Truscott said at that time that 
Magna estimated that the devel¬ 
opment would bring about 3,300 
jobs to the City of Romulus -1^00 
of those jobs at the racetrack 
Truscott also said the track and 
retail portion of the projecL dur¬ 
ing a 12-year period, would create 
$70 million in tax revenues for 
Romulus, as well as $10 million in 
breakage funds from racetrack 
revenue and a proposed casino. 

Representatives for MEC said 
they believe that they are far 
along in the process to receive 


planning commission and city 
council approval for the project 

“We already own the land,” 
said Lome Kumer, vice-president 
of real estate for MEC. “We spent 
$28 million to purchase it. We 
have also invested more than $1 
million in plans for the site. We 
have already made close to a $30 
million commitment to the City of 
Romulus.” 

The developer still has a few 
hurdles to vault before they can 
develop the 200-acre site near 
Wick and Vining roads, however. 

For example, the company 
already ovms one track - in FVuit 
Port, MI, near Muskegon - and 
state law prohibits one company 
fiT»m owning more than one race¬ 
track 

Kumer said Magna has many 
options that they are looking into. 

“There is currently a bill that 
has passed the house and is in the 
senate that would allow owner¬ 
ship of two tracks at once,” he 
said. “It is our goal to own two 
tracks, but if that doesn’t go 
through, then we would have to 
either divest Great Lakes Downs 
or shut it down.” 


Proposed casino still awaiting Congressional approval

Voters in the City of Romulus 
have had their say about a pro¬ 
posed casino set for their commu¬ 
nity. 

Now, the U.S. Congress will 
ultimately decide the issue. 

Representatives from a Sault 
Saint Marie Tribe of Chippewa 
Indians approached the city last 
year about the project, which 
includes a $350 million casino, 
conference center, golf course 


and hotel, which representatives 
for the tribe said they believe 
would bring an anticipated 17,500 
people to Romulus each day. 

The casino would have more 
than 2,500 slot machines and 90 
table games. Tribal spokesmen 
estimate that this casino, which 
would sit on 40 acres of undis¬ 
closed land, would add 3,500 jobs 
to the city and provide $6 million 
in slot revenues each year to 
Romulus coffers. 

Voters approved the concept 
of a casino in Romulus during a 


December special election, but 
they won’t have the final say 
Currently the tribe is awaiting 
Congressional approval on a land 
settlement claim put before the 
U.S. House of Representatives in 
July by Congressman John 
Dingell (D-Deait)om) before they 
are able to move forward in the 
process. 

“We cannot move forward 
without that approval,” said Steve 
Mitchell, a representative for the 
Chippewa Indians. “Once we get 
that approval we will start dig¬ 


ging the dirt” 

Until then, the tribe will be 
doing everything in their power to 
assure that the bill will successful¬ 
ly pass through the Congress. 

“The tribe has a lot of good 
lobbyists working hard to get this 
bill passed,” said Mitchell. “We 
also have the strong support of 
Congressman Dingell and 
although he is in the minority 
party, that means something in 
Washington.” 

Dingell said he believes he 
can provide the approval of 


Congress if the casino is 
approved by Romulus residents. 

This is a drastically different 
view from that of U.S. Rep. Mike 
Rogers (R-Brighton) who 
announced in November that 
House Majority Leader Tom 
Delay (R-Texas) had promised 
him that this bill would never be 
approved, a claim that has not 
been verified by Delay. 

“He (Rogers) has weighed in 
heavily on this issue before,” said

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Romulus police enhance rapid response resources

Romulus police made several improvements in the 
rapid response abilities of the department in 2003, accord¬ 
ing to Lt John Leachen 

“We have made major improvements in our depart¬ 
ment over the last year,” he said. “One of the most impor¬ 
tant being our capabiUty to respond to serious situations.” 

The department recently purchased four additional 
Colt AR-15 high- powered military rifles at a cost of $4,678 
with the approval of city council, to add to the eight they 
already possess. 

“These weapons are very accurate and high velocity, so 
they can be used fixjm a distance, said Leacher. “They are 
the weapon of choice for S.WAT teams all over the coun¬ 
try.” 

Officers are required to take a two-day course familiar¬ 
izing them with the weapon. They go through several 
shooting exercises and required to complete a qualifica¬ 


tion course in order to carry the weapon while on patrol. 

“Right now, these rifles are on the road with our offi¬ 
cers 24/7,” said Leachen 

This is the next step, according to Leacher in forming a 
rapid response team in Romulus. Currently, Romulus 
works with downriver communities to form a S.WAT. 
team. Each city contributes a few officers to the team. 

“If we had a serious situation, like a Columbine, it 
would take 45 minutes to just assemble the S.WAT team,” 
said Leacher “That isn’t even getting them on the scene.” 

Having officers trained in the use of the new rifles 
allows Romulus to be better prepared in case such an 
event ever happens in the community, Leacher said. 

“If our officers are trained, it allows are response time 
to be much quicker, even if it is only to contain the situa¬ 
tion,” he said. “We have to be prepared for the worst situa¬ 
tion and we have to be able to protect our kids.” 

As an added benefit possessing these rifles helps with 
the department readiness in matters of Homeland 
Security. 


“We have to remember that Romulus encompasses 
Metro Airport and there are many hotels and in the future 
could be establishments that hold thousands and thou¬ 
sands of people,” said Leacher. “This could make us a tar¬ 
get in the future. We will be better prepared with this 
training” 

Romulus has been sending officers to rapid response 
training during the last six months to better prepare them 
in case of an emergency, like a barricaded gunman or a 
terrorist attack, said Leachen 

“I would have to say that at least 273 of our officers are 
now trained in rapid response techniques,” he said. “This 
allows us to keep the people of Romulus safe if a situation 
were to take place. That is our main goal.” 

Leacher said the department was also proud of the citi¬ 
zens and business owners in Romulus this year. 

‘We have been able to solve many cases just from tips 
this year,” he said. “Without all the help from the residents 
of Romulus that would not have been possible. We are 
only as good as the people who help us in the community.”

Romulus schools receive high marks in 2003

Romulus schools have had a 
great year and are looking for¬ 
ward to 2004, according to Dick 
Kruse, public relations director 
for the district 

“We have had a number of 
distinctions this year,” he said. 
‘We are very proud of the way 
our schools are doing” 

North Central Association 
(NCA) accorded the Romulus 
schools the highest national 
scores on an NCA review last 
spring 

The scores were for the sec¬ 
ond year of a five-year evalua¬ 
tion period. The Romulus 
school district was among the 
first group districts in the 
nation to receive the five-year 
NCA Transitions Accreditation 
in 2001. 

The district has also con¬ 
cluded the 1999 $34 million 
bond program. Many additional 
projects were completed dur¬ 
ing this, the last year. The new 
state-of-the-art infilled synthet¬ 
ic athletic field will allow the 
district to host football, soccer 


and lacrosse matches, even 
under the worst weather condi¬ 
tions. New visitor side bleach¬ 
ers were also added to the sta¬ 
dium. A new sound system was 
added to the Romulus High 
School auditorium, as was 
extensive classroom and hall¬ 
way carpeting throughout the 
district 

At Romulus Middle School, 
there were locker and sidewalk 
restoration projects that were 
completed and security cam¬ 
eras were installed at all dis¬ 
trict buildings. 

The school also added 12 
new school buses to the fleet 

‘We got a lot done with that 
bond,” said Kruse. ‘We definite¬ 
ly improved the entire district 
with it” 

Romulus schools also part¬ 
nered with Western Michigan 
University this year to imple¬ 
ment an $112,000 teacher-men¬ 
toring grant 

The grant will study and pro- 
vide expertise to both new 
Romulus teachers and their 
teacher mentors. 

Western Michigan will use 
the observations and input 


from this program to improve 
the school of education delivery 
systems. 

Romulus schools also won a 
competitive Reading First 
Grant for kindergarten through 
third grade. The grant of 
$864,000 for the 2003-2004 
school year will fund literacy 
coaches for each elementary 
school, substitute teachers to 
cover staff in-service training 
and specialized reading text¬ 
books. 

Forty-one Romulus High 
School Class of 2003 students 
won the $2,5000 scholarship 
offered buy the Michigan 
Department of Education for 
superior MEAP scores. 

To receive these scholar¬ 
ships, students are required to 
score in high in level one or 
level two on the mathematics, 
reading, writing and science 
tests, which were administered 
during their junior and senior 
years. 

“It has been a great year,” 
said Kruse. ‘We are very proud 
of our students and teachers 
and are looking forward to 
another year of improvements.”

Sylvia Warner, spokesperson for 
Rogers. “He understands what 
happens when you begin to

The year 2003 was a landmark 
for development in the City of 
Romulus. Whether new commer¬ 
cial development, additions to 
existing facilities or new residen¬ 
tial development, Romulus is 
definitely growing, according to 
city officials. 

The largest of those new pro¬ 
jects, Metro World Centre, was 
approved recently by the 
Romulus City Council and plan¬ 
ning commission. A 556-acre 
development it will be located 
on the west side of Vining Road 
between 1-94 and Ecorse. The 
property will be used as a mixed- 
use space with the potential to 
bring retail space, offices, high- 
tech industry and inside enter¬ 
tainment to Romulus, according 
to City Planner Cynthia Lyons. 

The application is also under 
review for Michigan Downs, a 
212-acre horseracing venue. 

New commercial develop¬ 
ments will also include a shop¬ 
ping center near Van Born and 
Wayne roads, a new car wash 
and a new dollar store, according 
to Lyons. 

Sorrentino Shopping Center 


will soon be under construction 
on Van Bom, just west of Wayne 
Road. This 21,565 square foot 
center will be able to accommo¬ 
date a number of different busi¬ 
nesses in Romulus, she said. 

“We don’t know how many 
businesses will be in the strip 
mall yet,” she said. “It all 
depends on how they split up the 
square footage. It is still specula¬ 
tive.” 

The 8,000 square foot Family 
Dollar store located on Wayne 
Road, south of Ecorse. The car 
wash, a 2,255-square-foot facility, 
will be located on Northline and 
will include three self-serve bays 
and one automatic bay. 

New residential development 
boomed in Romulus during 2003, 
as well There are currently two 
major residential projects 
already under way, Avalon 
Meadows and The Fhrms 2. 

Avalon Meadows sits on the 
west side of Wayne Road and the 
south side of Ecorse. At the end 
of construction there will be 178 
units ranging in price from 
$150,000 to $180,000. 

The Farms 2, an addition to 
the existing The Farms commu¬ 
nity will create nine new units 
priced from $160,000 to $220,000. 


Improvements made by public works

The City of Romulus has seen 
many improvements in the pub¬ 
lic works department (DPW) in 
2003. 

One of the most important 
improvements was the replace¬ 
ment of approximately 2,500 feet 
of undersized water main along 
the shoulder of Ball Road, said 
Carl Brooks, director of the 
Romulus DPW 

“This was probably the most 
important project we had this 
year,” said Brooks. “The old main 
used to break down a lot and was 
costing the city a lot of money in 
repairs. Also, we were able to 
eliminate a lot of dead water 
lines, which is always a good 
thing.” 

Approximately 700 feet of 


deficient water main that was 
prone to breaks was also 
replaced on Fourth Street. 
Shattered concrete pavement on 
the boulevard was reconstructed 
as well. 

On Huron River Drive, 3,000 
feet of piping was installed to^ 
provide public sanitary service 
to residents currently on the sep¬ 
tic system. New concrete pave¬ 
ment was also placed along the 
length of the sewer 

“We made it possible for about 
20-25 homes to get our public 
sanitary service,” said Brooks. 
“That is greaL because we try to 
eliminate septic tanks whenever 
we can.” 

A 3-mile stretch of road sur¬ 
face was improved along Huron 
River Drive, with the State of 
Michigan paying for 80 percent 
of the project

Mistakes are the bane of anyone that works in 
the newspaper business, whether it’s an advertising 
person jotting down the wrong phone number, a 
graphic design person mistyping an address, a mis¬ 
placed decimal point or other typo, the wrong word 
in a headline or an omission of fact or point of view. 

It’s human nature, though. No one is perfect We 
get tired, we get rushed, and sometimes mistakes 
slip through. People tend to hold newspapers at a 
higher threshold; they don’t expect mistakes and 
oftentimes they don’t tolerate even the smallest 
ones.

Words that seem OK to me 
as we’re putting the final touches on the paper 
before it goes to press scream out at me when I look 
through the paper on Thursday morning. Every 
misspelling, improper word choice, misidentifica- 
tion or what have you seems to throb with a life of 
its own. 'lb me it’s a matter of a breach of the public 
trust Readers that don’t trust you to spell a word 
right aren’t going to trust you when you try to tell 
them something important And so every week, I 
vow to try a little harder, catch a little more, make 
that upgrade. 

Elven so, there have been some doozies. 


Some of the mistakes fall 
under the characterization of 
bad judgment like putting in 
one too many pictures of the John Glenn Marching 
Band in the Wayne Eagle. (Wayne Memorial Band 
Boosters will tell you, at length, that any picture is 
one too many). 

Others have been characterized by a lack of 
attention, like when I read through a Wayne City 
Council meeting packet and misread a decimal 
point on a proposed tax abatement asked for by 
Ford Motor Co. I thought they planned a $4(X),(XX) 
investment into their plants in Wayne, not a $410 
million one. Oops. Big difference, there. Sure 
enough, by the time I tracked down the sources and 
detailed information about it, the news was in just 
about every other media outlet around. 

Or the recent mistake of giving the wrong name 
to the wrong person - it is Jason Hallman, not his 
father, Rick, who works at Jack Demmer Fbrd, con¬

Boom, end of communication.. .or attempts at it 

Later, when Jake got back fiem the stole, he told 
his daughter that he was sorry for raising his voice, 
that fnistration had gotten the best of him. 

Jake also explained to her that he was troubled 



by her statement that he 
“always” criticizes her, especial¬ 
ly since he felt that he’d always 
been a strong supporter for her. 

.. excepL he admitted, when she did a poor job at 
something 

It was an issue that went back to his daughter’s 
childhood. In fact it went back to Jake’s childhood 
and was affecting both of them. 

As a child, his daughter resented being told to do 
work around the house. Se showed her displeasure 
by doing a crummy job. 

Jake would complain about a poor job—^usually 
tell her to “do it right” 

His daughter’s developed perception was that 
Jake was always criticizing her It fit nicely, because 
in her mind, being criticized justified doing a poor 
job, i.e. the rationalization, “Tm gonna be criticized 
anyway.” 

Years later, it was still a thorny standoff. 

Jake’s story reminded me of another

On this night Moore has taken 
the stage with vocalists Nikki 
Pearse and Ray Ward.

circle in terms of his musical 
career. And it is a career - the 
fire chief will not disclose his 
income as a musician and 
recording engineer, but admits 
that it is substantial. 

Moore learned about music in 
the 1960s at the feet of his older 
brother, Don, a studio musician 
and trumpet player. He started 
playing drums, but turned in his 
sticks in favor of a guitar when 
he was about 14 years old. It has 
been his instrument of choice 
ever since. 

Mary Moore said that around 
the time her son picked up the 
guitar she started to see inherent 
musical talent in her young sons 
and another friend, Inkster resi¬ 
dent Tim Williams. 

‘They used to practice in the 
garage,” she said. “I took 
(Michael) for lessons just to teach 
him the basics, and he pretty 
much taught himself everything 
else. But a few years later, I 
remember listening to them and 
thinking they were really good.” 

Moore, Williams, and other 
fiiends would play school events 
and eventually college parties in 
the years that followed. 
E)ventually, another local musi¬ 
cian, the late Michael Dozier, 
took Moore under his wing and 
helped the teenager refine his 
playing. He still credits Dozier 
for helping him turn a hobby into 
a career. 

“He was an incredible musi¬ 
cian - easily one of the best in 
the area.” he said. 

The association with Dozier 
led to session work Soon, Moore 


found himself working on com¬ 
mercials for MichCon, Sunny 
Delight and Budweiser In 1980, 
he met Mike lacopelli, the owner 
of the now-defimct United Sound 
recording studio in Detroit. 
There, he learned the basics of 
sound engineering 

In 1987, the highlight of his 
musical career occurred when 
music producer Don Davis asked 
Moore, who was scheduled to 
engineer the Jackie Wilson clas¬ 
sic Lonely Teardrops for the 
Ritchie Valens biopic La Bamba, 
to play the guitar for the record¬ 
ing session. The soundtrack for 
the film has sold more than 2 
million copies to date, according 
to BiUboard magazine. 

As a songwriter, Moore and a 
partner, Garon “News” Smith, 
have also published more than 
50 songs. 

As session work with music 
legends like Aretha Franklin, 
Rolling Stones’ guitarist Ron 
Wood, Anita Baker and Deniece 
Williams continued, live perfor¬ 
mances took a back seat Moore 
said. 

But all of that changed two 
years ago when one of the found- 
ing members of First Rate 
stopped playing 

“It had been a long time since 
I had played live, but I was a reg¬ 
ular substitute (with First Rate),” 
Moore said. “I was a little ner¬ 
vous (to play live again), but now 
I really enjoy it” 

Moore cites Earth, Wind and 
Fire steel guitarist A1 McKay and 
Motown session guitarists Eddie 
Williams and Robert White as 
influences on his music. But his 
undisputed hero is guitar legend

“These days can 
compound feelings of loss, anxiety, 
loneliness and hurt What’s so dif¬ 
ficult about Christmas is that it’s 
not just one day. The Christmas 
season starts in mid-November. 


That makes for six - eight tough 
weeks.” 

Baldwin provides grief after 
care counseling through his office 
in Harper Woods, as well as 
through a dozen local funeral 
home, including Crane Fhneral 
Home in Romulus. 

Crane also offers group-coun¬ 
seling sessions on the second 
Sunday of each month to help peo¬ 
ple work thixiugh their grief

Shari Peters, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Northville Community 
Foundation, said she hopes to 
have more big announcements 
soon regarding the future of the 
faiTn at Maybury State Park. 

The farm, located off Eight 
Mile Road west of Beck Road in 
Northville Township, was a pop¬ 
ular attraction at the park before 
the farm burned down in a fire in 
Ftebruary, 2002. 

The fire destroyed both bams 
at the 11-acre site as well as virtu¬ 
ally all the animals that lived 
there, and spai'ked a community 
grass root efforts to generate 
funds to rebuild it, according to 
Peters. 

The foundation, which serves 
several non-profit and charitable 
organizations throughout the 


Northville area, had already 
been involved with the site, she 
said. She and officials from the 
Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) had been dis¬ 
cussing the possibility of the 
foundation taking over the 
fundraising efforts to save the 
farm, which had been operating 
at a deficit 

Those negotiations started in 
late 2002, and were finalized last 
year, she said. 

The 15-year agreement was 
signed in August with an option 


for another 15 years. It stipulates 
that the state still owns the land 
and the foundation will lease it; 
the rent will be the ongoing oper¬ 
ation of the farm. 

Since then, the foundation has 
undertaken a fundraising effort 
to generate at least $1 million for 
an endowment to provide fund¬ 
ing for the ongoing operation of 
the farm. 

“This is a multi-community 
event,” she said. “We want all the 
commimities to take part in this. 
It’s not just a Northville thing.” 


She said she’s received letters 
of support, encouragement and 
donations from communities 
throughout southeastern 
Michigan. 

Signs have appeai-ed through¬ 
out the Northville community 
depicting the fundraising effort, 
and how far the foundation has 
come toward the goal. 

Some of the signs, however, 
didn’t last too long, Peters said. 
The ones installed along Eight 
Mile Road in front of the site van¬ 
ished, apparently stolea 

“I don’t know who would want 
to do such a thing, but apparently 
someone did,” she said. 

Peters announced a major 
piece of the rebuilding effort in 
December - an antique barn, 
dilapidated but structurally 
sound, was donated to the effort 
by the Toll Brothers building 
company, who also offered to 
transport and rebuild the bam on 
the site. 

That sparited the ‘Buy a board, 
build a bam, leave a legac/ cam¬ 
paign which is the first organized 
fundraiser the foundation orga¬ 
nized for the effort Donors can 
pay $250 and have their name 
inscribed on a wall of donors 
commemorating the many peo¬ 
ple who helped the rebuilding 
effort 

“We’re hoping to raise a lot of 
money with this,” Peters said. 

The foundation continues to 
look for other donations, as well, 
whether financial, stmctural or 
animal in nature. Anyone inter¬ 
ested in getting involved can call 
the foundation at (248) 374-02(X).
